“VASHINGTON, May 31.—Maj. 
F. E. McCammon is facing court- 
martial here on charges of being 
$27,000 short in his accounts as 
military attache of the American 
Embassy at Santiago, Chile. An 
investigation by the War Depart- 
ment indicates that he lost a large 
part of the money in a baccarat 


kame. Congress has been asked 
to make good two worthless checks 
alleged to have been cashed by 
McCammon at a Chilean bank. The 
Public Appropriations Committee, 
however, has decided to make no 
provison for payment until the re- 
sult of the trial is known.

Tells Senate Committee He 
Never Heard of Exporters 
Mentioned in Testimony 
of Gaston Means. 


SURPRISE WITNESS 
UPSETS PROCEEDINGS 


A. L. Fink Says Frank Van- 
derlip Tried “to Give 
Him $1000 for Testi- 
mony Against Coolidge.”

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Sena- 
tor Lodge of Massachusetts, the Re- 
Publican Senate leader, took the 
Witness stand today before the 
Daugherty committee and made an 
explicit denial that he had ever 
aided in the issue of export liquor 
permits as indicated in recent tes- 
timony by Gaston B. Means. 

The story told by Means was that 
a permit in which Lodge interested 
himself resulted in the export to 
Canada, by Craven Brothers, of a 
consignment of liquor that later 
was landed by smugglers off At- 
lantic City. The Senator said that 
he “never knew of the existence of 
Craven Brothers.” 

“I never heard of it,” he said. 
“I never obtained an export per- 
mit for anybody.” 

At the end of Means’ cross-exam- 
ination, Chairman Brookhart an- 
nounced that the committee desired 
to hear former Attorney-General 
Daugherty next Friday. 

Counsel for Daugherty agreed to 


‘communicate with their client and 


advise the chairman whether he 
could appear on that day. 

The committee heard an- 
other volunteer witness, A. L. Fink 
of Rochester, N. Y., associated in 


committee testimony with Roxie 


Stinson, and he made a sériés of 
charges that created a disturbance 


that had to be quoted by the po- 


lice. Fink was the man charged 
by Miss Stinson, the divorced wife 
of Jess Smith, with being con- 
cerned in an alleged hotel ‘“‘frame- 
up’ to discredit her. He is at lib- 
erty on bail pending trial at 
Rochester on a charge preferred 
weeks ago.

sion of confidence in Herr Strese- 
mann and an indorsement of his 
policy. 

There will be several changes in 
the make-up of the Cabinet, al- 
though the return of Chancellor 
Marx and the Foreign Minister to 
the posts which they now occupy 
is viewed as a foregone conclusion. 
The new Cabinet will be made up 
on Monday.

BERLIN, May 31.—The_ reac- 
tionaries have formally announced 
their refusal to reach an agree- 
ment with Chancellor Marx on a 
coalition government. After send- 
ing a moderate government top- 
pling, the German National party 


gave it an additional kick while 
it was down. 


The communique, issued last 
night, was couched in the brutal 
terms of a military chief. It 
states: 

“The foreign policy must be 
changed. 

Foreign Minister Stresemann 
must go. 

“The German National party 


must assume control of the indi- 
vidual German States."’ 

By a change in foreign policy 
the German National Party means 
that German’s acceptance of the 
Dawes report as a basis for nego- 
tiations must be withdrawn for a 
meaningless acceptance choked 
with reservations. 

After a meeting last night the 
reactionaries, led by Admiral von 
Tirpitz, made clear they would 
either completely control the Gov- 
ernment or line up opposition. In 
either case the chance of imme- 
diate acceptance of the Dawes plan 
seems slim. . 

The reactionaries have used the 
negotiations with Marx solely for 
propaganda purposes within the 
Reich, and by keeping him dang- 
ling for his answer have succeed- 
ed in putting the moderates in a 


humiliating position before the 
country. 

Before the decision of the Ger- 
man National Party was an- 


nounced, former Chancellor Wirth, 
co-leader of the Centrum with 
Marx, told the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World: “The demands of 
the Georman National Party in- 
crease daily. An agreement with 
them is impossible. The taste of 


power has caused them to |ose 
their sense of proportion. Disso- 
lution of the Reichstag and a 


plebiscite seem to me the only way 
out. Then the issue will be square- 
ly before the German people.” 

Baron von  Linidier, general 
secretary of the German National 
Party, said: “Let any government 
try to rule without us. We have 
the greatest following of any party 
in Germany. We are not afraid 
of responsibility nor the conse- 
quences of our position. . We have 
announced our demands and will 
carry them through like Germans. 
If they are not fulfilled, let them 
try to rule without us. We are 
not misled by Herriot'’s statement 
that the German National Party 
will have more difficult terme 
than any other. We are  0»pre- 
pared.” 

Gains for Reaction. 


It is apparently that the 
man National Party, 
stepping tactics, hopes to increase 


ite following. It has succeeded ‘n 
advancing reaction far beyond the 
bounds gained in the last election. 

After the publication of the allied 
Ambassador's note for military 
control, the German National Party 
announced it would not accept any 
supervision. Their formula for 
the acceptance of the Dawes re- 
port contains reservations to satis- 
fy their most chauvinistic s#up- 
porters.

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BELGIANS DEPORTED BY 
GERMANS LOSE DAMAGE SUIT 


Mixed Tribunal Rules Versailles 
Treaty Deprives It of Juris- 
diction in Case. 

By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Switzerland, May 31. 


—The monster collective damage 
suit brought against the German 


Government by 80,000 Belgians who 


were deported for forced labor into 
Germany during the war, which 
has been on trial here for the past 
three months before the mixed 
German arbitration tribunal, has 
been lost by the plaintiffs. 

The tribunal, presided over by 
Paul Moriaud, the famous Swiss 
jurist, ruled that while in principle 
it was competent to act in mat- 
ters regarding contracts, the treay 
of Versailles had in his particular 
instance deprived it of jurisdiction. 

According to the stipulations of 
the treaty, as interpreted by the 
tribunal, the deported persons 
must look exclusively to the Gov- 
ernments concerned and the Repa- 
ration Commission to obtain in- 
demnity for their losses and dam- 
ages. 

The judgment draws attention 
particularly to the “flagrant and 
atrocious violation of international 
law and The Hague conventions 
committed by Germany,” but con- 
tinues: “This tribunal must de- 
clare itself incompetent regarding 
the indemnities glaimed by the 
deportees for salaries unpaid by 
Germany and damages for disabil- 
ity for work resulting from the bad 
treatment to which they were sub- 
jected under the deportations.”

The two university students, who this year have been tale 
ing post-graduate courses had planned the kidnaping months 
in advance and executed it deliberately. 


They killed their young victim 
in an automobile with a chisel 
wrapped in tape—the mysterious 
weapon picked up near the Franks 
home soon after the murder—and 
with hydrochloric acid, according 
to the confession. 

As it was reconstructed in the 
confessions, the crime was com- 
mitted in this wise: 

Leopold and Loeb rented an au- 
fomobile at a garage on South 
Michigan avenue near Fourteenth 
street. They went out in the car 
cothe aristocratic Hyde Park sec- 
tion in which their families and the 
Franks live. 

They met young Robert soon aft- 
re he left the Harvard School on 
his way home, and picked him up 
on Ellis avenue, between Forty- 
ninth and Fiftieth streets. 

Leopold had bought hydrochloric 
acid at a drug store near Cottage 
Grove avenue and East Forty-fifth 
street. Loeb had obtained the 
chisel. 

They killed their victim delib- 
erately, according to State's Attor- 
ney Crowe, and proceeded then 
with the utmost care to conceal 
every evidence of their crime. 

The boy was killed on a heavily 
traveled etreet not far from the 
spot where he was lured into the 
car. He resisted and was struck on 
the head with the chisel and then 
gagged, Crowe said. 

All of the kidnaped boy's cloth- 
ing except his shoes and belt were 
burned in the Loeb home, the 
State's Attorney's men. The shoes 
and belt are expected to 
found in a prairie near 
One Hundred and Thirtieth 
street. A robe said to have been 
used to wrap the dead boy in is 
being sought at the Seventy-ninth 


street beach. 


Boy Slain With Chisel. 


“They expected to hide the body 
beyond the possibility of discov- 
ery.” said the prosecutor, in his 
formal statement clearing the mys- 
tery. “Then they would collect the

Every pre- 
caution the two university men 
could imagine was taken, but fate 
left a loose thread or two, by 
means of which the whole thing — 
was unraveled.

INSURANCE SUIT RETURNED 
TO COURT OF APPEALS 


Supreme Court Decision in Matter 
Rewritten Several Times; 
Minority Dissents. 

Special to the Post-Dr«patch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 30.— 
A ruling of the Supreme Court en 
banc on which six opinions are 
said to have been written before a 
fina! decision was reached, was 
handed down yesterday, transfer- 
ring to the Kansas City Court of 
Appeals a case invoiving litigation 
over an insurance policy. 

The case was sent to the lower 
court on the ground the amount 


sued for, approximately $5400, did 
not bring the case within jurisdic- 
tion of the Supreme Court; and 
that the plaintiffs’ claim they were 
denied a jury trial was not a con- 
stitutional question that could 
properly be referred to the Su- 
preme Court. 

The majority opinion, written by 
Judge J. T. Blair, held the denial of 
the jury trial did not involve a con- 
struction of the provisions of the 
Constitution, which grants that 
right, but an error of the lower 
court. “Mere error does not vest 
jurisdicition in this (Supreme) 
Court,* Judge Blair wrote. 

When the appeal first came to 
the Supreme Court it was heard In 
Division No. 1, but transferred to 
court en banc, when two Judges in 
Division No. 1 dissented from an 
opinion written there. Judges PD. 
E. Blair, Ragland and White con- 
curred in the majority opinion, now 
handed down. Chief Justice Graves 
and Woodson dissented, the former 
stating he would file a dissenting 
opinion. Judge Walker was not 
present at the conference when the 
case was voted upon, it was said. 

The case involves efforts of Jerry 
Wolf and Abraham Wolf, livestock 
shippers, to collect $4519, costs and 
attorney fees from the Hartford 
Fire Insurance Co. on a policy cov- 
ering fire loss in the Kansas City 
stockyards. The plaintiffs were 
paid $29,584 on a loss they suffered 
in a fire in 1912 alleged to total 
$34,105, and seek to collect the 
balance.

200 VAN DRIVERS CALLED 
OUT ON STRIKE BY LEADER 


Union Head Says Owners Failed to 
lAve Up to Recent Wage 
Agreement. 

About 200 drivers employed by 
the St. Louis Van Owners’ Associa- 
tion, who are members of the Fur- 
niture Drivers and Helpers’ Lecal 
Union No. 751, were called out on 
strike todaq. 

Harry Gibson, secretary of the 
Van Owners’ Association, asserted 
the employers were nonpulsed at 
the action of the union, which fol- 
lowed the signing up of a new wage 
agreement on April 15, siving the 
men 10 cents an hour increase in 
pay and a two-hour a week reduc- 
tion in working hours. The agree- 
ment also contained an irbitration 
clause, with provisions for com- 
pulsory arbitration of all. iisputes. 
He said no demands had been pre- 
sented. 

George Cooper, president of the 
union, asserted the owners had 
falled to live up to the wage agree- 
ment in instances of helpers and 
overtime payment. He charged 
also they had refused to .ubmit the 
controversy to arbitration. The 
strike affects about six of the larg- 
est storage and warehousemen, he 
said, but there are some 200 driv- 
ers employed by independent own- 
ers who are not affected. These 
are ample to supply moving facili- 
ties in St. Louis, he said.

The Carpentier-Gibbons affair 
was a complete sell-out, according 
to reports of the promoters about 
the time the first preliminary was 
starting.

The sell- 
out meant a gate of over $350,000.

Considering that the largest sum 
Gibbons had previously received 
for any fight of his career was less 
than $15,000, the firm of Gibbons 
and Kane had nothing to complain 
of. 

The attendance was approxi- 
mately 35,000, the capacity of the 
“sky blue” arena, indicating that 
sky-blue bowl was no blue-sky in- 
vestment.

Hartranft Sets

WOULD BOYCOTT 
AMERICAN GOODS 


Officials Say Movement to 
Stop Importation of Lux- 
uries, However, Is Purely 
Economic Measure. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, May 31.—Anti-Amerti- 


can feeling engendered by enact- 
ment of the United States immi- 
gration law with its Japanese ex- 
clusion provision threatens to be- 
come more widespread and  in- 
tense, backed as it is by the jingo 
press and a small group of na- 
tionalistic publicists, politicians, 
former service men and retired 
officers of the army and navy. 
Official Japan, represented by 


the Kiyoura Government, absolute- 
ly opposes any retaliatory meas- 
ures. and although Viscount Kato 
remains silént upon that point, it 
is generally believed in high quar- 
ters that the new ministry he is 
expected to form within the fort- 
night will continue the same pol- 
icy. 

With this contradiction of pub- 
lic and certain private opinion so 
in evidence, Japanese officials ex- 
press regret that they are unable 
entirely to control the anti-Ameri- 
can expressions which are outcrop- 
ping almost daily in public meet- 
ings, published editorials, and 
newspaper advertisements. Propa- 
ganda is clearly under way to per- 
suade the public to refuse to pur- 
chase American goods and demand 
instead Japanese or European sub- 
stitutes. 

Movement Against Imports. 

In this connection, the vernacu- 
lar press insists there is a signifi- 
cant movement under way to prv- 
hibit importation of all luxuries. 
Officials admit such a measure has 
been and is being considered, 
merely as a means of equalization 
of exports and imports. The mar- 
gin of imports has reached a ‘alf 
billion yen (normally about $250,- 
000.000) since the first of the 
year, and has been giving officia!s 
some worry. It is stated officially. 
however, that discussion of the 
proposed bar to luxuries has not 
yet reached a tangible stage and 
is still far from being adopted as 
a policy. Furthermore, it is added- 
even if adopted, the ban of lux- 
uries will not be in any sense (!s- 
criminatory, or connected even 
distantly with the American ex- 
clusion issue; the adoption wiil le 
due solely to the necessities of the 
domestic economic situation. Some 
papers, however, still i.sist that 
the move to restrict imports is a 
direct result of the American i:2- 
migration policy. The pfrroup of 
nationalistic publicists, headel by 
Shinkichi Uyesugl, professor of po- 
litical science at the Imperial To- 
kio University, is promoting a 
series of what they call “national!

N UNIDENTIFIED Japa- 
A nese killed himself in the 
street near the ruins of the 
American embassy, destroyed in 
the earthquake and fire of iast 
September, as a protest against 
enactment of the American im- 
migration law excluding Japa- 
nese from the United States. 

The Japanese, who was ap- 
parently about 40, and was 
dressed In the formal dress ofa 
Japanese gentieman, committed 
hari-kari with a short sword in 
the fashion prescribed by an- 
clent custom. 

Two letters were found on 
the body, one addressed to the 
American people and one to the 
Japanese people. The police re- 
tained the letters without re- 
vealing their contents, but it is 
understood the one addressed to 
America condemned exclusion in 
bitter terms. That addressed to 
the Japanese, it is said, urged 
the nation to rise to avenge the 
insult embodied in the action of 
America. 

The incident has created a 
sensation in Tokio, despite ef- 
forts of the police to suppress 
detalls.

No Embarrassment for Woods. 

The date was selected, Uyesuci 
explained today, because it is that 
upon which Ambassador Woods 
(the retiring American Ambaasa- 
dor) will leave.

"The Yorozu Choho, a jingo news- 
paper, editorially urwes a Japa- 
nese boycott of American culture. 
It suggests that a movement be 
launched throughout Japan to ex- 
clude, not necessarily individual 
Americans, but American civiliza- 
tion and American products. 

"We've been aping the American 
civilization and buying American 
goods, believing that’s the way to 
progress,’’ says the paper. “We 
awaken now, however, to the fact 
that Japan can advance only by 
turning from American ways.” 

The tirades against America In 
the newspapers go on unabated. 
The conservative business organ 
Chugai Shogyo Shimpo, speaking 
editorially, supports the “rising na- 
tional movement” against the 
American immigration bill. 

“Nothing is more futile or more 
fatal than for the Government to 
attempt to suppress this movement, 
as long as it is confined within rea- 
sonable limits,”’ the newspaper de- 
clares.

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“UNIDYNE” CIRCUIT USES NEW 
BRITISH FOUR-ELEMENT TUBE | 
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Here is the circuit used with the British four-element tube containing two grids. The extra grid is inserted between | 
the regular grid and the filament. It is made positive by being connected to the positive side of the “A” battery and | 
is placed so close to the filament that the electrons are pulled away from the lighted filament and shot over to the 
plate. Velocity is given them by the extra grid and the vacuum in the tube leaves but little resistance to prevent 
their reaching the plate. The regular grid controls this flow of current in the usual manner. The transformer is 
hooked into the circuit in a unique way and helps to build up the signal strength.

Dowding and Keith D. Rogers, members 
of the technical staff of Popular Wire- 
less, a British radio nowspaper, was de- 
scribed for the first time in this country 
in a recent issue of the Christian Scicnce 
Monitor. A. Bridges Webb, author of 
the articlek, has been closely associated 
with the inventors of the new tube, and 
his account of the circuit is of particular 


interest to experimenters. Mr. Webb is

HE results attained by the inven- 

I tion are amazing. The elimination 

of extraneous noises and the port- 
ability of a radio receiver is a factor 
worth considerable notice, apart from 
the tremendous saving in the running 
costs of a hookup. 

The inventors have given the obvious- 
ly appropriate name of ‘“Unidyne,” 
meaning “one force.” 

I am in the fortunate position of be- 
ing closely connected with them, and I 
have witnessed some of their experi- 
ments and am therefore able to give 
some details of the “Unidyne”’ receiver. 

Pilate-Grid Coupling. 

The Unidyne circuit is a complete re- 
vision of present-day tube reception, the 
difference consisting tn the use of a 
high ratio transformer which is a one 
to ten and a four-electrode tube in place 
of the usual three-electrode. 

The hookup which these two inven- 


give really excellent results. Every pos- 
stble means of coupling the plate circuit 
to the main grid circujt has been intro- 
duced both magnetically by means of 
the reaction coil and electrostatically by 
means of one variable and one fixed con- 
denser. 

The small plate current due to the 
electron emission from the lighted tube 
passes through the tickler coil to the 
main grid circuit in the usual way, the 
primary step-up transformer, through 
the telephone receivers and then back 
again to the filament of the tube. 


The electron stream passing from the 
filament is interposed by two grids. The 
first of these is primarily made positive 
by connecting it directly to the positive 
terminal of the “A” battery. This tends 
to reduce the resistance of the vacuum 
of the tube. But this grid is assisted in 
its work by having impressed upon it the 
stepped-up voltage from the plate circuit 
due to the transformer, the secondary of 
which is in direct connection with the 
grid. 


“Building-Up” Process. 


Thus a building-up process is intro- 
duced, every possible “electron” of cur- 
rent primarily due to the electron emis- 
sion of the filament of the tube being 
made use of and ultimately passing 
through the telephone receivers to be 
reproduced in the form of audible sig- 
nals. 

The main grid functions in the usual 
manner, except that this, too, can be 
made to help the additional grid as well 
by giving it a strong positive bias. 


‘“‘We would like to point out,”’ said Mr. 
Dowding, the other day, “that the tubes 
used are hard, ‘all purpose’ tubes and 
are quite as useful in amplifying ca- 
pacities as they are as detectors. Fairly 
interesting results can be obtained in de- 
tecting circuits using very soft tubes 


has been possible with extremely soft 
four-electrode tubes; but, besides being 
very unstable in operation, such tubes 
cannot amplify with the slightest degree 
of efficiency. 

“It ig very short-sighted policy to en- 
deavor to achieve a creditable end at the 
expense of inefficient units or by intro- 
ducing complications. That is why we 
were not. satisfied with our invention 
until it was made reasonably simple and 
hard tubes could be employed. 

“The placing of the extra grid close 
to the filament rendered this latter pos- 
sible, and with a little thought it will be 
obvious how great a part this extra elec- 
trode plays in the Unidyne system.” 

It was about six months ago that these 
two young inventors commenced on this 
epoch-making discovery. Previously 
they had been experimenting on dull 
emitter tubes, and since tremendous 
strides have been taken in this branch 
of radio they turned their thought in a 
totally different direction. 

This invention is the outcome of much 
work on various ideas and _ theories, 
many of which have proved wild. ne 
of the chief advantages of the new sys- 
tem will strike home to radio fans. It 
eliminates the danger of blowing out 
tubes through carelessness in hooking 
up, while when the set is in proper op- 
eration it provides a remarkable back- 
ground of silence which can never be 
attained with apparatus using “B" bat- 
teries.

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RADIO QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 


By Stuart C. Mahanay. 


Q. Would it be possible to use both 
radio and audio frequency amplification 
with a crystal detector? I would like 
to use one step of radio with two steps of 
audio. Please show the circuit. What 
would be the approximate receiving 
range of a set of this kind? D. P. W. 

A. Radio and audio frequency ampli- 
fication with a crystal detector makes an 
excellent combination. The radio fre- 
quency increases the range and the audio 
amplifies the received signals, while the 
crystal detector gives clear signals. For 
this circuit, a radio-frequency transform- 
er having a wave length range of 300-550 
meters should be used. The audio may 
consist. of a high ratio transformer in 
the first stage (8 or 10 to 1). and a low 
ratio tranformer in the second stage 
(3 or 4 to 1). A variocoupler is em- 
ployed to tune the antenna circuit and 
a variable condenser tunes the second- 
ary. The crystal used should be of the 
type recommended for reflex circuits, 
and, for best results, must be variable. 
That is, it should not be of the “fixed” 
type. Galena is sensitive, but it is not 
stable in adjustment. Silicon (with a 
phonograph needle for the adjustable 
contact and a fairly heavy pressure) will 
be found to give very good results. Cor- 
borundum and molybdenite also give sat- 
isfaction in circuits which carry heavy 
currents such as the reflex and the one 
shown today. 


Q. (1) Is a crystal detector as efficient 
as a tube? (2) Would there be any 
noticeable difference in substituting a 
21-plate variable condenser where a 23- 
plate is specified? We Bs 

A. (1) It is not as sensitive, but a 
crystal detector will give clearer signals 
than will a vacuum tube rectifier. (2) 
Practically none, in the average receiv- 
ing circuit. 


Q. What do airplanes use for an aerial 
and ground while they are in the air? 
Ss. R. 

A. In naval planes the antenna con- 
sists ef a single wire from 200 to 500 
feet im length with a lead weight on the 
end of it. This is carried on a reel in- 


to about 65 or 75 feet. This will help 
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side the plane and let out after the 
plane gets into the air and is, of course, 
reeled in before landing. All of the 
metal parts of the plane such as the en- 
gine, gas tanks, fuel lines, brace wires, 
control wires, etc., are electrically con- 
nected together and these serve as a 
ground or counterpoise.

A is at positive potential and B is nega- 
tive; then the voltage reverses and the 
condenser is oppositely charged. Asa re- 
sult, a current will first flow toward B 
then toward A, and will continue this al- 
ternation, always opposite to, or in ad- 
vance of, the voltage changes. Because 
of this, we say that a condenser causes 
an alternating current to “lead” its volt- 
age. 
Compared to Water. 

A mechanical comparison may be made 
with the use of an oscillating pump, some 
pipe, and a flexible rubber diaphragm, 
as arranged in Figure 1-c. 

Let the whole system be filled with wa- 
ter, and the pump started. The pump 
makes one-half revolution as indicated, 
and forces the water against the rubber 
wall. Being flexible the wall is bulged 
out, and if we were to remove the pump, 
the energy stored in the distended rubber 
wall would be given up in causing a flow 
of water back into the pipe. However, 
We reserve the direction of the pump’s 
rotation, and the flexible rubber is now 


ae 


displaced from the other side. If the 
pump continues its oscillating, the cur- 
rent of water will oscillate in the system, 
not passing through the diaphragm, but 
varying its flow either side of it. 

Had the pump maintained its pressure 
in only one direction, the rubber wall 
would displace until it exerted a back- 
pressure equal and opposite to that of- 
fered by the pump. No water current 
would flow, but our condenser would 
store energy aud would give it up when 
the pump was disconnected. Electrical 
capacity acts in just the same way. 

Since a condenser will store energy, it 
must take it from the source of electric- 
al pressure. The energy which it will 
return is always leas than that which it 
took, and the current which may flow 
is determined by the capacity of the 
ecndenser and the frequency of the al- 
ternating voltage. The greater the ca- 
pacity and the higher the frequency, the 
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more current may result from a given 
voltage. 

We have stated that when an alter- 
rating voltage is applied to a pure in- 
ductance, the current lags behind the 
voltage; and when applied to a con- 
denser, the current leads the applied 
voltage. If capacity and inductance 
were connected across the same voltace, 
then they should neutralize each other, 
and the current would vary simultane- 
ously with the voltage. This condition 
is easy to obtain, and we may go a step 
farther. 

The current-limiting effect of bota 
inductance and capacity depends not 
only upon the amount of inductance or 
capacity, but also upon the frequency of 
the voltage alternations. Thus, if in- 
ductance and capacity are connected 
across the same voltage, so as to neu- 
tralize each other, the effect, at some 
certain frequency, should be such that 
they offer no hindrance to the flow of 
current, and the only limiting factor 
would be the electrical resistance of the 
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wires of the circuit. This is known ae 
the condition of “resonance” and upon 
it the whole science of radio is based. 

By changing the values or inductance 
or capacity, we change the frequency at 
which the circuit is resonant, and 50 
tune the circuit. By fine adjustment 
we may more nearly attain exact reso- 
nance, and for this purpose vernier con- 
densers are provided, 6o that very close 
settings of capacity may be had. 

Limits Current. 


Since the current-limiting of a con- 
denser depends upon the frequency of 
the voltage, a condenser will offer much 
greater difficulty to an audio frequency 
current than to one of radio frequency. 
Consequently where it is desirable to 


provide a path for radio frequencies, 
and at the same time prevent audio fre- 
quency currents from flowing, we may 
insert a small capacity condenser. 

In a reflex circuit this is generally 
necessary. We are amplifying both asdio 
frequencies and radio frequencies with 
the same tubes. The iron core of the 
audio transformer will absorb and use 
up the radio frequency currents that 
may stray into the transformer wind- 
ings, 80 we place a condenser across the 
primary of the transformer. This acts 
as bypass for the radio frequency cur- 
rent, but presents so high an opposition 
to audio frequencies that they more 
easily flow through the § transformer 
windings, as they should. Figure 2-a il- 
lustrates this use of tondensers. In any 
regenerative circuit, a similar condenser 
should be placed across the phones, to 
bypass the feed-back or regenerative 
current. 

im the previous discussion, we men- 
tioned that if a direct voltage is applied 
to a condenser no current will flow: 
that is, the condneser blocks the direct 
current, because it does not present a 
continuous circuit. The small condenser 
which is placed in the grid circuit of a 
detector tube has just this function. The 
negative side of the plate battery is con- 
nected to the filament circuit (usually to 
the negative side) and to prevent this 
high negative potential from being im- 
pressed upon the grid, which is also 
connected to the filament, a smail 
blocking condenser is put in paraliel 
with the grid leak. This arrangement 
allows a low negative potential to be put 
on the grid, through the grid leak, and 
provides a bypass, through the conden- 
ser, for the radio frequency voltage. The 
sketches of Figure 2-b show grid leak 
and condenser connections. 

A filter is an arrangement of induc- 
tance and capacity designed to allow 
currents of certain frequencies to flow 
through it, while offering a high im- 
pedance to others. In radio, filter cir- 
cuits are commonly used as wave traps; 
as rejector circuits in intermediate fre- 
quency amplifiers; and to allow the use 
of commercial AC or DC service as a 
fiiament supply. From our knowledge 
of the principles of resonance, we may 
row see how a parallel arrangemeat of 
inductance and capacity could be used 
to trap waves of the frequency to which 
it wae tuned. 

In Figure 3, a good design of wave 
trap is shown. This may be particu- 
larly useful with regenerative or single 
circuit receivers, to help eliminate in- 
te:ference between stations. For the 
coll, 30 turns of No. 22 double cotton 
covered wire are wound on a three-inch 
pakelite tube. A 23-vlate condenser is 
connected across the coil, and then 10 
turns of No. 13 double cotton or silk- 
covered wire are wound on top of, and 
in the middle of the first winding. The 
connections to the. set are as shown. 


HOW TO DRILL 


RILLING glass is a tedious job to 

say the least, although there are 

two methods in which it may be 
done. The first is by allowing hydroflu- 
orice acid to “eat” its way through, and 
the gecond is the old-fashioned method 
of ,drilling with carborundum and tur- 
pentine. 

In both cases the panel, after being 
cut to size, must be spotted with a glass- 
cutting tool for location of holes. Tak- 
ing up the acid method first, some hy- 
drofluoric acid must be obtained from 
the druggist, and great care must be 
used in its handling. It is sold in wood- 
en and wax bottles: glass cannot be used 
as it will eat its way throvgh. Next 
make a small mound of clay directly on 
the spot which is to be drilled and with 
a pencil make a small opening at the 
top the exact size of the hole it is de- 
sired to drill. A smal] quantity of acid 
is now placed in this crater-like open- 
ing and allowed to stand, the Jength of 
dime required, of course, 4 
on the size of the hole and

of the glass. If the glass is heavy it 
will be necessary to renew tlhg acid, as 
it becomes weaker from eating into the 
glass. 

When using the drilling method, pa- 
tience is surely a virtue: without § it, 
cracked panels will be the reward. The 
materials required are a hand drill. a 
three-cornered file, and a smal! quantity 
of carborundum, and some turpentine, 
which can be obtained at any paint 
supply house. 

The very tip end is broken off the 
three-cornered file. and the remaining 
length, which should not be longer than 
three inches, is clamped in the hand 
Grill and used the same as if drilling 
tard rubber. A light pressure is used 
and fairly high speed. Frequent appli- 
cations can be made from the file point 
to that of a piece of pointed corborum 
dum fastened in the same manner in the 
drill. As the drilling proceeds lighter 
and lighter the pressure must be used, 
as the giass is naturally weakened at the 
point of drilling.

LTHOUGH parsnips may be 
A» often are eaten in the fall 

or winter, they are not at all 
the same vegetable as those that 
have developed a sweet rich fla- 
vor by waiting for spring.

Six hundred 
years ago this sea was not there. 
Instead the sea bottom was cove 
ered with prosperous farms and 
villages, which were all submerged 
in this modern deluge. 

By far the greater part of Hol- 
land is below the sea level at the 
present time, and for more than 
a thousand years the Dutch -have 
been at war with the ocean. 

As we cross Holland today we 
are astonished at the engineering 
skill which enables the stout little 
nation to live comfortably on what 
is actually sea bottom. 

Stand upon one of the great sea 
walls. It is from 60 to 80 feet 
high and broad enough for a wide 
carriage road bordered with trees 
and buildings. 

On one side the sea beats against 
the wall not far below the level of 
the road. The other side slopes 
deep down to green meadows, so 
that standing on the dyke you can 
look down upon the chimneys of 
the houses below. The fish on one 
side of the wall are higher than 
the birds in the treetops on the 
other side. 

These modern dykes are very 
different affairs from the medieval] 
walls which the Dutch originally 
used to keep back the sea. A leak 
in the dyke nowadays is unlikely, 
but inundations were frequent oc- 
currences in the days of chivalry. 


_—— 
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Strong walls have to be built 
around the lakes and on the banks 
of the rivers, that otherwise would 
flood the country when the snow 
melts in the distant Alps. These 
greatly resemble the levees of the 
Mississippi River, which have made 
the marshes of Louisiana into fine 
plantations. 

There is water everywhere in 
Holland. Amsterdam is almost as 
much a city of canals as Venice, 
and spreads over nearly as many 
islands on an arm of.the Zuyder 
Zee. There are more than 300 
bridges in Amsterdam, and a tom- 
plete network of canals, some of 
them big enough to permit great 
ocean steamers to berth at piers. 

There is a reason for the exist- 
ence of the Dutch in a territory 
which is properly sea bottom. They 
were driven there by the Romans, 
who drove the original Belgae 
from place to place, until they 
finally took refuge on low, marshy 
islands qt the mouth of the Rhine, 
a country difficult of attack and 
easy to defend. 

From these islands Holland was 
manufactured through the _  cen- 
turies, the inhabitants steadily fill- 
ing in shallow spots with earth and 
being helped by the Rhine, which 
brought down from Switzerland 
and Germany vast quantities of 
mud and gravel. 

The Belgae Were Celts, but they 
soon made an alliance with the Ba- 
tavians, a Germanic tribe, which 
joined them among the islands. As 
a result came Holland and Bel- 
gium.
